Washington, Dec. 6.—The crisis 


in the federal prohibition enforce 
ment fight has been reached in the 
opinion of Commissioner Haynes, i 
was disclosed today in reports of re 
cent hearings before a house appro 
pnation sub-committee. 
In asking 


i$9,000,000 for the next fiscal yea 
for his department Mr. Haynes told 
the committee that if a simihar 
amount was allowed for prohibition 
enforcement continuously for five or 
six years, a reduction than ought t( 
be possible, but the critical period 
for enforcement was now at hand. 


Mr. Haynes said there were 3,800 


men employed in the work of pro 
hibition enforcement. Because the 
appropriation asked for next year 
represents a reduction of $250,00( 
from this years outlay, he said there 
would be a slight reduction in his 
forces, but he hoped to re-arrange 
the organization so as not to ap 
preciably lessen its efficiency. 


The prohibition commissioner tolc 
the committee that he "was grati 
fied" with the present functioning 
of his enforcement machinery ant 
that the department 
was securing 


"fine co-operation" from states ant 
counties in the main. 
Courts were 
becoming "more sympathetic" 
h< 
asserted and bail sentences and fines 
were becoming heavier. 
"There is a general-' disposition to 
tighten up" he added. 


In the fiscal year ended June SO 


1922, the prohibition 
commissioner 


said there were 20,583 convictions in 
federal courts for violations of the 
prohibition law. Acquittals 
num 


bered 4,625 cases, dropped 3,217 and 
civil cases disposed of 544. At la 
end of the year, he said, 15,916 cases 
tv ere pending in federal courts bring 
ing the total of cases handled to 44, 
779. 
These figures he said, did no 


include cases in state courts. Fines 
in federal courts which were depos 
ited in the treasury he placed ai 
$2,791,Q|)0. 


In many cases proceedings towaix 


forfeiture of bonds and other as 
sessments were pending. 
Mr. Haynes asked for $150,000 for 


"buying evidence" and told the com 
mittee $139,000 had been spent in 
that way during the last lear.

SCHOOL URGED 


State Department Repre- 


sentative Explains Plan 
to School Board—It 
Helps Apprentices. 


At the meeting of the school board 


last night, a. representative of the 
state department of public instruc- 
tion addressed the board explaining 
the plan of part time vocational 
schooling as promoted by the state 
and federal government for employed 
boys and girls. 


The plan as outlined to the board 
provides for a specially trained in- 
structor capable of teaching several 
branches which link up with indus- 
trial apprenticeships. The pupils in 
these part time classes get the prac- 
tical instruction hi the class room but 
the experience in the shop or on the 
job. The plan is so comprehensive 
that it 
includes practically every 


branch of endeavor for -which there 
might be a demand. 


In the part time classes practical 


mathematics as applied to the par- 
ticular job: business English, blue 
print reading and other branches are 
taught. 


The state- and federal government 
xtend aid in the form of 
which to pay part of the Instructor's 
salary, the balance being paid from 
school funds here. There is little ex- 
pense for equipment for such a class. 
the board -was informed. 


The board will consider the matter 
further and make a study of the de- 
mand for such classes in "Newark.

OF OHIO FARMER 


Demand Keeps Price of 


Pork at Peak, State 
Market Bureau Says 


Columbus, Dec. 0—If a farmer in 


Ohio looks upon anything with a 
particular degree of complacency 
and satisfaction just at present, It 
la upon hogs, says George 17. Mar- 
vin, head of the Ohio division of 
markets. 


"The story of pork for the last 


year, In Its relationship to prices 
and market conditions, is an inter- 
esting one," Marvin said. "It shows 
that the hog is the farmer's friend, 
and as much as anything he raises, 
the backbone of his livelihood. The 
etory likewise proves that the high- 
er price now prevailing in market 
centers for pork, compared with the 
figures of a year ago must, when 
gauged by the inemurable law of 
supply and demnad, be due to an 
Increase in the latter. This is more 
plearly demonstrated by figures. 
f "The receipts at seven 
of 
the 
great stock yard centers of the 
country, from Jan. 1 of this year, 
to Nov. 1, were 22,800,000 head. For 
the same time in 1921, they were 
22,000,000, or 800,000 less. In 1920, 
the receipts at those same places 
Were 23,000,000, or an increase of 
BOO.OOO. The centers were Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha, East 
St. 
Louis, St. Joseph, Mo., St. Paul and 
Bioux-City, la. 
"There might be a belief that 


While xthe receipts of hogs showed 
a slight increase in number, they 
were somewhat less in weight, with 
a consequent falling off in total 
poundage. But the figures 
again 
prove this to be untrue, and bring 
!bac kthe increased demand as the 
only peg, upon which to base the 
increase in price. At Omaha, the 
largest market in the country for 
heavy weight hogs, the 
average 


•weight for the week ending Nov. 
18, was 244 ---pounds less 
In 
the 
eeven centers, the average weight 
this year was 231 pounds, as against 
22T in 1921. 
"In Ohio, it is estimated that the 
total number of hogs raised this 
year will show an increase of about 
15 percent when packed side by side 
with the figures of 1921, so this 
state is going right along with the 
others, where the raising of pork is 
a recognized industry.

Scientist Says This'Year's 


Weather Has Not Been 
Equalled Since 1862 


Cincinnati, Dec. C—Tho unusually 


mild weather that 
prevailed the 
greater part of November this year 
has brought out much discussion 
fiom botanical experts !n the Ohio 
valley. A suggestion that a change 
in the gulf current was responsible 
for the warm weather was advanc- 
ed by some, but others shake their 
heads and say the Indian summer 
weather in the Ohio valley has not 
been equaled in 30 years. 


Not since tho fall of 1862. par- 
ticularly, has John Url Lloyd, a 
scientist, who has been observing 
weather conditions for 
70 years, 
se^n anything that could compare 
with weather conditions during No- 
vember this year. That 
fall, 
he 


said, was noted for the continuance 
of the drought and high tempera- 
ture, tl was warm and dry until 
after Thanksgiving. About 30 years 
ago, he asserted, shrubs and white 
narcissus were blooming at Christ- 
mas. 
Professor 
Harris M. Benedict, 


head of the department of botany 
of the 
University of Cincinnati, 
said he could not account for the 
unusually mild weather. "It comes 
from time to time, and it is hard 
to give any reason for it," he said 
Professor Benedict said he 
found 
some spring flowers growing late 
in November, and that at the same 
time in the Mill Creek Valley, the 
silver maple trees were about to 
burst into bud.
